He called in the jury of 10 
whites and two blacks and 
read the ‘‘Chip Smith 
charge,” exhorting jurors 
with a minority view to re- ^ 
consider the evidence but 
also suggesting the minority 
not change its opinion if un- 
convinced by the majority 
view.
